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FOREWORD

Part I consists of charts depicting the changes in twenty-seven 
economic indicators over the eighteen year period since 196. 

Part II contains the actual figures for these and other 
indicators, and where appropriate, seasonally-adjusted monthly figures 
for the past two years. The seasonally-adjusted indicators have been 
divided into two groups - "leading indicators" and "coincident and 
lagging indicators" - to facilitate the interpretation of the data. 

Part III contains selected economic measurements for the 
counties and economic regions of Ontario. 

The final section, Part IV, is made up of historical 
tables on various aspects of the Ontario economy. Estimates have 
been made in certain instances where complete 1964 data are not
